and mod em bu ild ing.

scratch coat and

Since Dr. Bond bega n his rigid in­ 
spection grea t good lia s been a ccom­ 
plished, not only in clea ning up, but 
in elimina ting wea kly a nd disea sed 
a nima ls from the milk-producing a ni­ 
ma ls. 
Twice recently the Richmond 
Boa rd of Hea lth ha s ca lled Dr. Bol- 
ser, of New Ca stle, to inspect da iry 
cows supplying Richmond with milk. 
Although a n ordina ry hea lth boa rd 
ca n tell when premises a re clea nly, 
the milking done a nd the milk ca red 
for in a sa nita ry ma nner, none but a 
veterina ria n of recognized a bility ca n 
detect tuberculosis, or other disea ses, 
in the cows. 
An a nima l ma y be dis­ 
ea sed for a long time without show­ 
ing it outwa rdly to a ny grea t degree, 
but the veterina ria n’s test will detect 
even a “ tree.” 
In one da iry, where there a re a bout 
six ty cows, every a nima l 
but 
one 
showed a clea n bill of hea lth, a nd 
this one wa s not seriously a ffected, 
j Dr. Bolser sa id this one must be se­ 
grega ted a nd trea ted to see if she 
would recover. 
The owner of the 
da iry sa id: “ No doctor; if you sa y 
this a nima l is disea sed we will kill 
her. 
It is my a mbition a nd desire to 
give the people of Richmond a bso­ 
lutely pure milk.’

bility. there would bo fewer dea ths of ) 
children from using impure milk.

ing he found the a nima l in critica l I 
condition, a nd the tests proved it a 
ca se of tuberculosis, so fa r a dva nced 
a s to ma ke recovery out of the que» - | 
tion. 
The a nima l wa s killed a t once, 
a nd opened, when it wa s found tha t 
every orga n in the body wa s found 
with disea se, which even ex tended to 
the udder. 
The surgeons who ma de 


x ton the test, a nd who dissected the a ni- 
jnia l, sa id: I wouldn’t use enough but­ 
ter to sprea d a slice of 
brea d 
or 
crea m for one cup of coffee from 
such a cow a s tha t for ten dolla rs!” 
And yet, lip to the time this a nima l 
wa s sold to the ma n in whose posses­ 
sion she died, she wa s in a da iry herd 
tha t supplied milk to 
New 
Ca stle. 
This is one direct proof of the urgent 
need for rigid inspection of da iry 
cows.

H ow ard was being p ursued by p arties 
In autom obiles. A fter a chase of three 
hours the neg ro was cap tured and at 
once the cry of ‘‘ly nch him ” was 
raised. 
T here 
were 
p robably 
300 
w hite men in the p osse and they v oted 
unanim ously to burn the neg ro. 
H oward w’as taken to the scene of 
th e crim e, bound to a stake and fag ots 
p iled about him. All this tim e the ne­ 
g ro was p ray ing to the Lord to sav e 
him and sing ing snatches of relig ious 
hy m ns. 
Ev en when the fag ots w ere 
fired the neg ro continued to sing and 
p ray , but when the flames beg an to 
scorch him he becam e enrag ed and 
called dow’n curses on the m en who 
w ere torturing him.
